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Edinburgh Castle is among the most interesting 
buildings in Scotland. It is situated on high ground, 
and is one of the dominating features of this beautiful 
city. Portions of the structure date from early 
Norman times, and during the Middle Ages Edinburgh 
Castle was the centre of Scottish Government. The 
buildings contain the Scottish Regalia and many 
interesting reminiscences of the Stuarts 
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
